In this much-vaunted 
September Ford gains no doubt con- 
tributed largely to the 45.0 per cent. 
gain scored in the 27 cities included 
in the accompanying table. How far 
they did may perhaps be deduced 
from the fact that in the four key 


cities of New York, Detroit, Chicago | 


and Los Angeles, in which in Sep- 
tember a total gain of 48.5 per cent. 
was made if Ford sales be left out 
of the calculation, the comparative 
merchandising record of “other 
makes” was 21,194-27,921, an increase 
of only 4.55 per cent. In the nine 
months’ period comparative regis- 
trations of “other makes” were 
301,762 247,005, an increase of 22,2 
per cent. as against a total gain of 
23.4 per cent.

Of course, there are other factors, the character 
und wealth of the people who are near the property, the 
nature of the business that is transacted in the area under | 
eonsideration, but underlying all is accessibility. 
Furthermore, this factor of accessibility in land values| 
is not exclusively an urban matter, applying to the crowded | 
districts of great cities. It is just as important in the pur- 
chase and sale of rural property. The farm which is isolated 
by bad roads may be infinitely fertile and desirable, but its |

best condition into action will win. The army commander 
of the present era does not lead dashing cavalry charges or 
fire guns with his own fair hands. Instead, he sits down | 
with maps and paper before him. He calculates exactly how | 
many men he can get into action in a given time, how he can 
keep them supplied with food, ammunition, artillery support | 
and all the other adjuncts of modern warfare. If the genera] 
makes his calculations correctly he wins: if he errs in any 
jmportant phase of his preparation, he will probably lose. 

In the modern business world the commanding officer 
wins his battles in exactly the same way. He analyzes his | 
field. He knows exactly what volume of sales he can hope | 
to get if his subordinates are functioning properly. If his 
sales are not up to the mark that he knows they should reach, 
he has got to analyze again and find out where the machine 
is slipping. 

In the case of the jobber, by breaking down the returns 
on the various lines, he can put his finger on items that are 
moving slowly and on which the returns are inadequate. 
With this information in hand the cure obvious. The 
vehicle dealer will have to analyze his returns from sales- 
men’s efforts, direct appeals, advertising and service depart- 
ments. Such a breakdown must show the location of the 
trouble. F 

The point is that no modern 1%erchant can hope to be 
successfyl unless he constantly keeps the condition of all 
parts of his business before him and is ready, like the 
winning general, to reinforce the weak points of the line.

New York, Nov. 7.—The increas- 
ing popularity of fuel pumps for 
Supplying gasoline to the car- 
buretors of the present day auto- 
mobiles has led to a marked de- 
velopment of these units within the 
past few years. 

The problem of synchronizing the 
fuel flow with the requirements of 
the engine has been satisfactorily 
met and the attention of inventors 
and engineers has been turned to 
the problem of refining the present 
equipment in order to further im- 


prove the efficiency of this device.) 


An interesting outline of the de- 
velopments by the Biflex Products 
Company, Waukegan, IIll., is given 
herewith by J. V. Giesler of this 
company. Mr. Giesler says in 
part 

“Sylphon metal bellows have 
been used more than twenty years 
for various purposes in the ther-

“The rotation of the cam ‘(H) im- 
| parts a rocking action to the rocker- 
}arm (F) which action in turn recip- 
j;rocates the plunger ‘E-E). The 
plunger (E-E) then extends the bel- 
lows, creates a vacuum in the intake 
| passage (D) and causes fuel to flow 
|from the main supply tank through 
| the filter into the pumping chamber. 
Further rotation of the eccentric 
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mostatic and mechanical opera- 
tions. Weat regulators of all kinds, 
automobile radiator shutier con- 
trols, thermostatic water regula- 
tors, automatic refrigeration con- 
trols, and numerous other well- 
known devices embody Sylphon 
bellows as the actuating element. 
Syiphon metal bellows also have 
been used for a number of years 
in pump mechanisms of various 
kinds, and especially have been 
embodied in mechanically oper- 
ated pumps. Bellows pumps have 
been satisfactorily used in limited 
quantities to supply fuel to air- 
plane, automobile, marine and sta- 
tionary engines, and to supply fuel 
for oil burners in domestic heat- 
ers. The chief obstacle to the gen- 
eral adopiion of pumps embodying 
metal bellows seems to have been 
a question of costs. Within the 
past year, however, the construc- 
tion and operation of bellows 
pumps by mechanical means has 
been considerably simplified and 
the costs greatly reduced. 

“The illustrations show 
models of these pumps, which differ 
from each other mainly in the 
method of attachment to and op- 
eration by the motor. One is actu- 
ated by a rocker arm, and the other 
one is operated by means of a 
plunger or push rod engaging an 
eccentric on a rotating shaft. 

“Rereffing to Fig. 1 you will 
observe a bellows ‘A) placed in a 
suitable housing designed to be at- 
tached to the motor. One end of 
the bellows is provided with an 
annular flanged ring which is 
clamped between the cap and the 
housing. One end of the bellows is 
movable and provided with a cup- 
shaped closure adapted to be recip- 
rocated by suitable mechanism. The 
movable head is attached to a pull 
rod (E), which forms a slip joint 
with the main operating plunger 
(E-E). A suitable spring (ZL) is 
placed within the slip joint to 
cushion and vary the operating 
stroke of the bellows. A_ rocker 
arm (F) having a pivot (I) inter- 
mediate, its end engages a slot in 
the plunger ‘(E-E) so that recipro- 
cating motion may be imparted to 
the plunger. Rocking motion is im- 
parted to the rocker-arm by an 
eccentric ‘H) placed on a rotating 
shaft, and a spring (M) is provided 
to hold the rocker arm (F) in con- 
tact with the eccentric 

“An intake valve (D-D) is placed 
in the c2p and connected by a pass- 
age into the filter and by another 
passage (D) to the bellows pumping 
chamber, An outlet valve (K) is 
provided to conduct the fuel to the

Th’s 
movement is sufficient to prime the 
system quickly, and as pointed out 
the movement will then decrease 
automatically to the point where the 
proper quantity of fuel is supplied to 
the engine, 
conditions, the actual movement

.020 inches. 

“The pressure under which the 
fuel is delivered to the carburetor 
is predetermined by the character- 
istics of the pressure spring ‘C), 
and the resilience of the bellows 
The spring and. bellows are usually 
selected of suitable characteistics to 
give a cut-off or dead-end pressure 
not to exceed two and one-halt 
pounds per square inch. Capacity 
of the pump is proportional to the 
cut-off pressure. A pump having 
the higher cut-off pressure will 
generally have greater capacity. 
The pressure when the engine is 
operating and consuming fuel, is 
usually somewhat less than the cut- 
off pressure. Variation in pressure 
of the fuel delivered to the carbu- 
retor for pump speeds of 200 strokes 
per minute to 1,500 strokes per min- 
ute with a fuel delivery ranging 
from 5 gallons per hour to 10 gal-

.at dealers in handling the work. 
By this is meant the adoption of 
some recording system that will 
keep a record of the work from 
the time it is accepted until it is 
delivered. 

We are not advocating a detailed 
System But unless some records 
are maintained, particularly those 
dealing with the receipt, completion 
of work and delivery, there is al- 
ways a possibility of friction devel- 
oping between the dealer and the 
jobber’s shop 

In a number of jobber shops vis- 
ited, the work was brought in by a 
man or boy from the dealer's shop 
and the order for work given verb- 
aily. No order was signed author- 
izing the work, no definite date set 
for delivery, no card made out tag 
unit nor data set down 
that would enable the shop head to 
make easy and quick contact with 
the dealer should the occasion arise 
And tt will 

When the jobber takes his car 
to the service station of the dealer 
from whom he bought the car, a 
thorough understanding is had on 
his part as to the work required. 

But while he may not buy all ad- 
vocated by the service salesman, 
he will be asked to sign his au- 
thorization of the work. He is also 
told when the car will be ready. 
if, when the car goes into the 
shop, it is found that an extra 
operation is necessary, the jobber 
is called up, advised, sold and his 
authorization obtained. 

Now this is all old stuff. But there 
are reasons why this routine. First, 
the owner virtually signs a contract 
for work. Second, a record is made 
of his name, address, telephone 
number, model of car, engine num- 
ber, The operations are set 
forth, parts listed and total cost 
entered. In many instances the car 

ner receives a form of coupon to 
present when he takes delivery. And 
he may sign for his car. Certain 
facts of the order are entered for 
record. The original order or copy 
is filed away for future reference. 

Now this is not done because the 
car dealer desires to spend money tor 
torms, clerical help, etc.. but because 
experience in service has taught him 
that it is vital to his welfare to have 
a record of work done on cars he 
services. It is not unusual for the 
owner to call back with a complaint 
that he paid for such and such work 
and it was not done. The records 
show that the work was recommend- 
ed. but the owner would not order 
it. So it was not performed, Again 
claum may be made that the work 
did not stand up.

nance operations performed by the 
jobber is small in comparison with 
the car dealer yet they place upon 
the jobber that responsibility for the 
same satisfactory work as they do 
the car dealer. And, as has been 
previously pointed out, there will be 
comebacks. The number will depend 
upon the efficiency developed in the 
shop and the type of workmen em- 
ployed 

If a simple system is devised time 
and money will be saved in handling 
the come-back. Of course the 
easiest way to grant the com- 
plainant everything in sight But 
this is an unsound practice because 
it will encourage c'aims and claims. 

If the system provides for a record 
or history of the work from the time 
received until delivered the shop will 
be protected, and another advan- 
tage that the jobber will be en- 
abled to know exactly what his shop 
is doing, what type of work is pro- 
ducing volume and if proper records 
be maintained what making a 
profit. And there is parts angle 
as well 

Separate forms are best for the 
shop. That employed in receiving 
the unit or part to be reconditioned 
should provide for the entering of 
such informacion as the following:—

The form can be made in dupli- 
fault due to normal wear or abuse 
or Other factors for which the deal- 
er’s shop is not responsible. 

Anticipating the contention that 
the jobber’s shop is dealing with re- 
Pairmen, not owners, so all these 
records are non-essential, we grant 
the jobber is. But if the owner passes 
the buck to the dealer he is going to 
pass it along to the jobber. And 
when it comes down to brass tacks 
the small shops patronizing the 
dealer will make every effort to pin 
the rose on the Jobber. 

There will be comebacks where 
the complaint is unwarranted, but 
if the jobber keeps no record of his 
transactions how can he face the 
buck passer with facts? And, on 
the other hand, if there be faulty 
material or workmanship the job- 
ber will surely wish to adjust same 
to the satisfaction of the customer. 
And he will also, (the jobber) wish 
to locate who is responsible for

Although the number of mainte- 
cate or triplicate. One copy is re- 
tained by the shop and another given 
to dealer ordering the work. If a 
second copy is employed it can be 
sent direct to the office. so in the 
case of a cash transaction the bill 
will be promptly forthcoming. 

The person delivering the work 
should sign the order and he should 
be duly authorized. If this be un- 
derstood in selling the service to the 
dealer there should be no trouble 
develop. There may arise occasions 
when the dealer may have to be 
called for an authorization 

The recording of the 
number has advantages. 
it will save the time of the 
head if he has to call the dealer 
and the names and addresses can 
be compiled for use of the parts de- 
partment to sell parts and the sales- 
men who sell the service. 

The requisition is a simple order 
on the parts department for the 
material required. This can be 
made with a carbon copy so that 
after the order is filled the copy 
can be sent to the office if the job- 
ber proposes to keep a record of 
parts sold through service in the 
shop. It is advocated because the 
slips transferred to a monthiy 
sheet will indicate what parts ars 
turning over and the volume. A 
breakdown analysis of the shop is 
as important as on general lines 
The jobber who does not know what 
is what is simply kidding himself 
as to shop profits. 

The system should include a tag 
which can be made in two parts so 
that one section can be given to the 
dealer who presents it when he calls 
for the work. This tag should have 
a serial order number and the half 
retained by the shop placed cn the 
work and kept there until delivery. 
Both the order form and tag should 
bear the words “Not responsible for 
fire.” 
theft 

Anticipating the contention that 
a tag is not necessary, or a claim 
check, it is asked, What action 
could the jobber take if some one 
walked into the shop and said he 
was sent by the dealer for the 
block and it was delivered? And 
the party was not authorized. The 
jobber would have to settle. The 
tag on the work tallies with the 
order form number so the job is 
known by number instead of 
name. When seeking a finished 
job among many a tag will save 
the shopman’s time. The tag can 
be made to include the data deal- 
ing with delivered, and if desired 
the party taking the work can 
sign. The sending of the dealer's 
tag to the office indicates that the 
transaction is completed. And in 
some service stations all forms re- 
lating to the job are filed in an 
envelope. 

Date of delivery important 
Work should not be promised unless 
it can be delivered as per promise. 
Here is where the keeping of time 
records on work will prove valuable. 
Of course the shop head can always 
give himself a wide margin of safety 
by the guess method, but if he 
knows how long it should take for 
an operation he can so schedule the 
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shop

A job comes in. a rebor- 
ing. piston, piston pin, rings and 
rod aligning and the dealer, of 
course, wants it in a hurry 

A glance at the board shows the 
number of jobs on hand and when 
they should be finished. The fore- 
man should be able to estimate 
when the work can be done and 
when it will be finished. The job 
number is then entered on the 
board as work to be done and the 
time of delivery. This is more ef- 
ficient 
to slips on the desk. The 
will also be helpful to the toreman 
on planning his work for the next 
day. and if he is an efficient man 
he will have it well laid out the 
night before the next day. 

It is not unusual for the cus- 
tomer to telephone in asking if 
the job is ready before he sends 
for it. The use of the board re- 
ferred to will enable the foreman 
to answer promptly if the work is 
finished. If not, the tag number 
will enable him to locate which 
workman has thejob. It as- 
sumed, of course, that in giving 
out the work for the day the fore- 
man will have a record, on paper 
or otherwise, which man is doing 
the work. 

Now this may appear to the 
ber unfamiliar with service routine 
as a lot of unnecessary red tape, 
but it is far from it. The customer

If the orders, 
labor and parts are broken down, as 
they should be, they will supply 
quite interesting food for thought in 
the shop operation and manage- 
ment. 

In conclusion it is again remarked 
that while the manufacturer 
ot parts will stand in back of his 
product, the jobber cannot depend 
upon others to assume hig responsi- 
bility for mechanical operation. He 
must adjust with the customer. And 
if adjustments are necessary, and 
they will be, a complete record of 
the transaction will simplify the

N discussing machine shop gen- 

eralities with a _ well-known 
Eastern jobber who has been op- 
erating his new department 
slightly over a morith, he brought 
up the question as to the best 
procedure to sell the service to his 
customers, This jobber said he 
had tried his outside peddlers, but 
they were a “bust.” They dis- 
tributed the cards and _ talked 
about the service, but when it 
came to getting orders it was zero. 

This jobber admitted that the 
salesmen were not mechanics or 
men, and that he en- 
tertained no illusions as to their 
ability to put the sales across. And 
it further developed that the sales- 
men displayed no interest in the 
shop. They had, of course, looked 
it over. 

We suggested that he engage a 
special man for selling; that is to 
say, pick out a mechanic from some 
shop that could be trained a 
salesman. We further argued that 
it had been done, that the best 
shop equipment salesmen were 
graduates from the overalls. These 
men know how to approach the 
small shop head, who works himself, 
and how to discuss the subjects the 
shop head is interested in, 

The jobber admitted it was 
idea and proposed to think it over. 
We should have included a sug- 
gestion to make this mechanic- 
salesman a seller of parts as well. 
And, as a matter of fact, why 
shouldn’t the seller of service be a 
seller of parts? Isn't the logical 
tie-up?
